Upon being sworn in as the first 
woman governor of Texas, at Austin, 
January 20, 1925, Mrs. Miriam A. 
Ferguson delivered the following in­ 
augural address:

Your Honors of 
the 
Supreme 
Court, Gentlemen of the 39th Legis­ 
lature: Ladies and Gentlemen: 
In assuming the duties of the gov­ 
ernorship to which I have been call­ 
ed by the people of Texas. I find 
myself overwhelmed with the feeling 
of gratitude and responsibility. 
Deeply grateful for the honor be­ 
stowed and conscious of the solemn 
oath taken, it now becomes my duty 
to enter into the actives service of 
the people. 
I shall not at this time attempt, a 
detail of plans and policies. But on 
the morrow I will in a more definite 
way send to the Honorable 
SSKh 
Legislature specific suggestions and 
recommedations setting 
forth 
the 
hopes and purposes of this adminis­ 
tration. 
While our Government is divided 
into three distinct parts— the 
ju­ 
dicial, the legislative, the executive— 
yet I hope and pray that there is to 
be that friendly co-operation on the 
part of each that will inspire the 
confidence of the people in the ad­ 
ministration of their business affairs. 
One good way to establish this rela­ 
tion is for each department to rec­ 
ognize and respect the rights and 
powers of the other. 
I extend to the judges of 
the 
courts, the heads of departments and 
especially the members of the Legis­ 
lature a cordial and earnest invita­ 
tion to visit the executive offices for 
conference on matters personal and 
official. We are all humble servants 
of a great people, and we must do 
our best for the common good.
